Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Lovelace  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1963.  The  Report  has 
been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
1 /64  and  includes  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

As  I mentioned  in  the  prefatory  letter  to  the  Annual  Report, 
for  1962,  the  new  medical  administrative  arrangements  came  into 
being  in  April,  1963,  and  after  rather  more  than  a year’s  experience 
of  them  I am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  they  are,  on  the  whole, 
working  smoothly.  The  fact  that  both  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  also  hold  appointments 
with  the  County  Council  brings  the  environmental  health  services 
administered  by  the  District  Council  more  closely  in  association 
with  the  personal  health  service  of  the  County  Council,  to  the 
advantage  of  both. 

The  population  of  the  District  again  increased,  from  12,990  to 
13,020,  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  and 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  from 
3,746  to  3,784. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  remained  very  good,  although 
there  were  increases  in  the  death  rate  of  both  sexes.  These  were 
mainly  accounted  for  by  increases  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
heart  disease.  There  were  slight  decreases  in  the  deaths  due  to 
malignant  disease. 

Apart  from  measles,  there  were  very  few  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified  during  the  year. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
loyal  co-operation  throughout  the  year,  and  in  particular  my 
Deputy,  Dr.  Morton  for  his  assistance  in  preparing  the  draft  of  this 
Report.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Laboratory  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Guildford  Public 
Health  Laboratory  and  at  the  Group  Hospital  Laboratory  at  King 
George  V.  Hospital  for  Chest  Diseases.  The  Guildford  Laboratory 
sends  copies  of  reports  on  all  specimens  examined  for  infectious 
organisms  to  the  Public  Health  Department  as  well  as  to  the  private 
doctor  or  hospital  concerned.

Water  Analysis. — The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
Gray’s  Inn  Road,  London,  W.C.l,  undertake  the  routine  examina- 
tion (both  chemical  and  bacteriological)  of  samples  of  water.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

An  ambulance  sub-station  of  the  Surrey  County  Ambulance 
Service  is  situate  in  the  Urban  District  at  Grayswood  Road,  Hasle- 
mere.  This  sub-station  has  three  ambulances  and  a sitting  case 
vehicle  available.  All  calls  for  ambulances  are  now  made  to  the 
Guildford  Control  Station  (Tel.  Guildford  66334). 

PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

These  services  include  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
midwifery,  home  nursing  and  the  care  and  after-care  of  persons 
suffering  from  illness.  They  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County 
Council. 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  valuable  in  the  town  but  transport 
difficulties  make  it  less  useful  in  the  rural  areas.  The  Neighbourly 
Help  Scheme  is  more  suitable  but  it  is  not  easy  to  find  recruits.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

The  County  Scheme  is  administered  through  the  Surrey  Council 
of  Social  Service.

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HEALTH  PROPOGANDA 


This  was  directed  particularly  during  the  year  to  a Clean  Food 
Campaign  which  was  general  throughout  the  County. 

There  was  also  a visit  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  team  of  lecturers 
on  smoking  and  lung  cancer.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  followed  up 
in  future  years. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  District  is  supplied  partly  by  the  Guildford,  Godaiming  and 
District  Water  Board  and  partly  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company. 

The  quality  of  the  water  in  supply  is  checked  by  us  independently 
and  frequently  in  accordance  with  the  routine  established  during  the 
years. 

The  fluoride  content  is  less  than  O.lp.p.m.  from  all  sources. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Hindhead  sewerage  scheme  is  nearing  completion. 

SCAVENGING 

The  refuse  collection  service  is  a weekly  collection.  The  removal 
of  trade  refuse  was  reconsidered  and  a new  scheme  incorporated  for 
all  business  premises  to  commence  on  the  1st  January,  1964. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

This  service  provides  monthly  emptying  of  cesspools,  and  is 
administered  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

In  addition  to  Shottermill  County  Junior  School  swimming 
pool  there  are  many  swimming  pools  at  private  schools  and  houses. 

The  swimming  pool  at  Shottermill  School  is  well  maintained 
and  is  in  continuous  heavy  use  during  the  summer  months.  The 
purification  and  chlorination  plant  is  satisfactory  and  analyses  are 
taken  at  frequent  intervals.  Samples  are  also  now  taken  from  all 
other  schools. 

Notes  and  advice  on  management  and  purification  are  available 
to  all  on  request. 

SMOKE  AND  NOISE  ABATEMENT 

Complaints  were  received  relative  to  a large  local  laundry  and 
negotiations  took  place  resulting  in  improvements  which  abated  the 
nuisance. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

No  cases  of  infestation  by  bed  bugs  came  to  our  notice  during 
1963. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  such  premises  in  the  Haslemere  Urban  District. 
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HOUSING 


The  number  on  the  Housing  List  was  160  compared  with  151 
in  1962. 

Under  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  2 families  were  moved 
from  sub-standard  accommodation.  The  total  dealt  with  from  the 
slum  clearance  list  is  now  57. 

During  1963,  41  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise.

In  1963  there  were  179  children  eligible  of  whose  parents  87.7% 
agreed  to  participate.  After  eliminating  those  who  were  already 
positive  and  the  absentees,  121  children  (67.59%  received  the 
vaccination. 

Mass  X-Ray — Approximately  600  patients  were  X-rayed  during 
the  year.  This  is  about  5 % of  the  population  over  the  age  of  15.  The 
service  is  invaluable  to  the  local  doctors  and  the  good  response  from 
the  general  public  indicates  that  it  is  appreciated.

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IMMUNISATION 

This  is  now  generally  done  in  infancy  as  Triple  Immunisation 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  followed  by 
Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox  separately. 

Reinforcing  doses  of  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  are  given  at  ages 
5 and  10  to  children  who  had  the  primary  course  in  infancy,  and  a 
reinforcing  dose  of  Poliomyelitis  at  age  5 only. 

The  figures  given  below  are  supplied  by  the  South  West  Surrey 
Divisional  Office  in  Guildford  which  keeps  all  immunisation  records.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  thirty-first  annual  report  on  the 
work  carried  out  by  my  Department. 

In  the  Public  Health  administration  fresh  legislation  was 
enacted  in  the  form  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  and  the  Animal 
Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963. 

Under  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963  certain  conditions 
were  laid  down  for  the  inspection  of  all  meat  and  that  it  must  not  be 
removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  until  inspected  and  stamped.  The 
Council  decided,  under  this  Regulation,  to  charge  for  all  meat 
inspected  at  the  slaughterhouse.  Godaiming  Borough  Council  have 
kindly  agreed  to  co-operate  in  the  loan  of  the  services  of  their  Public 
Health  Inspectors  to  assist  in  meat  inspection  when  needed. 

The  very  important  “Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act” 
is  mainly  an  Act  to  make  fresh  provision  for  securing  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  to  work  in  office  or  shop 
premises.  Certain  sections  of  this  Act  were  arranged  to  operate  on  the 
1st  May,  1964  but  most  of  the  main  provisions  will  come  into  force 
on  the  1st  August,  1964. 

Under  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  as  from  the 
1st  January,  1964  all  such  establishments  for  animals  must  be 
licenced  by  the  Local  Authority.  Veterinary  establishments  are 
excluded  from  this  requirement. 

Other  legislation  covered  milk,  ice-cream,  meat  treatment, 
rivers  and  poisons. 

With  regard  to  the  Unfit  Houses  Clearance  Programme, 
several  Undertakings  have  been  obtained  from  owners  and  others 
have  been  determined  on  the  improvement  of  the  houses  concerned. 
Modest  progress  was  still  being  made  with  regard  to  rehousing 
families  from  houses  included  in  the  programme. 

In  the  handling  and  sale  of  food  a very  good  standard  of 
cleanliness  and  appearance  has  been  sustained  throughout  the  district. 
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On  the  subject  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  the  Council 
decided  to  oppose  the  introduction  of  fluoride  into  the  water  supply. 

Under  the  new  Noise  Abatement  Act  a complaint  was  received 
concerning  noise  from  a motor  driven  saw.  In  dealing  with  this  the 
difficulties  of  defining  a nuisance  under  the  Act  were  again  clearly 
illustrated. 

Sampling  has  continued,  mainly  uneventfully,  of  food,  water 
and  school  swimming  pools.  Horsemeat,  which  has  been  prepared 
and  packed  for  sale  locally  as  dog  food,  has  also  been  sampled  for 
the  presence  of  Salmonella. 

Work  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  has 
proceeded  smoothly  and  no  major  infestations  were  found.

The  licensing  is,  of  course,  administered  by  the  County,  but 
the  inspection  and  sampling  has,  as  agreed,  been  continued  by  this 
Council. 

ICE  CREAM 

There  are  63  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  Routine 
inspections  and  sampling  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

MANUFACTURE  OF  SAUSAGES,  PRESERVED  FOOD,  ETC. 

There  are  13  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Act 
in  respect  of  the  manufacture  of  sausages,  preserved  food,  etc.,  and 
no  adverse  comment  was  called  for  during  the  year. 

HOTELS  AND  RESTAURANTS 

Routine  inspections  of  these  premises  showed  a well  maintained 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  personal  hygiene. 

BAKEHOUSES 

There  are  4 bakehouses  in  the  District  and  73  visits  of  inspection 
were  made. 

GAME  LICENCES 

Nine  shopkeepers  were  licensed  to  deal  in  game,  the  fee  for 
which  is  7s.  6d. 

MEAT 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  which  is  under  private 
management. 

371  visits  were  made  in  the  course  of  inspecting  animals 
slaughtered.  Two  licences  were  issued  to  slaughtermen.
